Experts Find "“Glozel 
Writings’ Are Not’ Authentic 
At a meeting in Paris of the Aca- 

demy of Inscription the “Glozel Writ- 
ings” discovered three years ago and 
believed to be man’s “first alphabet” 
were denounced as fakes, Tho denun- 
clation was made by Camille Jullan, 
an authority on the Gallo-Roman era, 
and Rene Dussand, the academician 
appointed to make a special inves- 
tigation. 

The famous writings, which were 
brought to light at Glozel, near Vichy, 
were declared by the finders to be 
the work of Neolithic man, thus pre- 
senting the contention that the writ- 
ing originated hundreds of centuries 
before the period gencrally accepted 
by sclentists. 

For some time the authenticity of 
the inscription was not questioned. 
There was merely disagreement as te 
‘its age. MM. Jullan and Dussand 
now declare they found many good 
reasons to suspect the “discoveries,” 
citing as examples the objects had 
| been recently disturbed, the lack of 
|human bones, pictures of reindeer, 
which did not exist in France, and 
finally that a fee of four francs was 
being charged for admission to the 
property where the “find” was made. 


Fares Change With Weather 


Trans-Atlantic Passenger Rates To 
Be Lowered During Dull Season 

Trans-Atlantic passenger fares in 
the future will change with the sea- 
sons. 

Cheaper rates for steamship pas- 
sage are to prevail during the fall and 
spring as well as winter. This action 
of steamship officials has been taken 
to stimulate business in what are 
known as the off-seasons. 

By the new arrangement, ngreed 
to by all the principal trans-Atlantic 
companies, there will be three differ- 
ent tariffs, one for summer when travy- 
el ig at its height, one for the inter- 
mediate seasons, the late fall and ear- 
ly spring, and another for mid-winter 
when travel is lMghtest.

“Design Flying Ambulances 


Machines Intended For Use In Isolated 
Outposts Of British Empire 

A ficet of flying ambulances that 
can be used as operating theatres of 
the sky have been designed by Eng- 
lish air experts and are to be con- 
structed for use in the R.A.F. 

The machines, which are intended 
for use in isolated outposts of the 
Empire, such ag Iraq and the North- 
; West frontier of India, have accom- 
modation for two stretcher cases, two 
attendants, and, if necessary, a sur- 
geon. 

The new flying ambulances will 
contain all surgical equipment which 
might be necessary in the event of 
It being decided to operate while a 
patient was being rushed to a base 
hospital at a speed of about two miles 
a minute. They will be fitted with 


it is intended that these shall be fit- 
ted with silencers as soon as an 
effective type has been evolved. 

There will be on board a filter, to 
ensure a pure supply of water, tubes 
of oxygen, an ice chest, and a hand 
basin tanks, 

Large red crosses are painted on 
the sides and beneath the wings of 
all flying ambulances to prevent them 
from being attacked in time of war.
